This task will apply to many 
phases of employment conditions, 
rate practices, traffic reforms, ter- 
minal consolidations, distribution of 
newly purchased cars and locomo- 
tives, policies of government financ- 
ing of additions, betterments, exten- 
sions and equipment purchases, con- 
tinuation of rerouting and short 
hauling, standardization of operat- 
ing methods and measures to in- 
crease the traffic capacity of the 
rail system to handle the big volume 
of freight expected by students of 
industrial development during the 
next few years. 

Federal or Private Control. 

Upon the policiés of the new rail 
director will depend largely wheth- 
er the government shall continue 
combining the railroads into a homo- 
genous unit or begin the breaking 
up process in preparation for re- 
sumption of private control. From 
the president’s selection observers 
believe may be determined to a large 
degree the attitude of the adminis- 
tration on the roads’ future, 
is one reason why the picking of a 
new director general is regarded as 
fraught with such unusual signifi- 
cance, 

Although Mr. McAdoo will retire 
to private life his friends say .he 
has no thought of refraining from 
expressing his ideas on governmen- 
tal policies from time to time. Par- 
ticularly will he remain interested 
in the railroad question and those 
in G@lose touch with Mr. McAdoo 
would not be surprised to see him 
come forward in a few months with 
specific recommendations for the na- 
tion’s consideration of the railroad 
issue. 

Mr. McAdoo is said by his friends 
to look with disfavor on restoration 
of individual railroad competition, 
and there have been many reports 
that eventually he would advocate 
complete government ownership, to 
be effected by exehange of govern- 
ment bonds for railroad securities.

All the wholesale and retail es-

The 
friction between Zinovieff and the 
Moscow authorities continues. The 
Bolsheviki are executing many pris- 
oners and are making no attempt 
to conceal that such action has been 
forced upon them in order to con- 
food. 

The British narrator says that the 
Bolshevik strength in Petrograd as 
well as in Moscow has increased 
since the attempts on Lenine’s life 
and the advances in the Volga re- 
gion, largely because many Russian 
liberals believe that they must 
choose between the Bolsheviki and 
the extreme reactionaries, as none 
of the faction leaders in the center 
show strength. 

Maxim Gorky has joined the Bol- 
sheviki and has accepted a position 
in the department of education. 
Many others who were at first op- 
posed to the Bolsheviki are taking 
similar action. 

The Petrograd commune recently 
required householders to give over 
their blankets, presumably for the 
army, under a heavy penalty, and 
a great scandal has developed 
through the discovery by sailors of 
a trainload of blankets destined for 
Germany.

Statement by Mooney. 


Mooney's statement follows: 

“The Densmore disclosure 
speaks for itself. Just think 
what ae similar investigation 
would have disclosed if it was 
inaugurated in the early stages- 
of the frame-up. 

“These corrupt forees cover 
the state of California and labor 
can expect no ‘justice from these 
financial bandits operating un- 
der the guise of officialdom, un-’ 
less the federal government 
strips them of every vestige’ of 
authority and power. Other- 
wise our government i8 ‘a mock- 
ery and deserves the contempt 
of the world: Their busines& is 
‘fixing,’ ‘fixing’ juries for mur- 
derers, wealthy dégeéenerafes, 
‘fences’ and all the saturnalia 
of the underworld, which is the 
basis of this power prostituted 
to murder workingmen who 
may be obnoxious to the open 
shop movement, 


“The United States govern- 
ment should take complete con- 
trol of the prosecution of the 
individuals exposed by Mr 
Densmore under the espionage 
act and that section of the Unit- 
States constitution which makes 
it a felony to deprive any citi- 
zen of his rights without due 
process of law. 

“This astounding disclosure 
more than justifies the charges 
we have so repeatedly made for 
the past few years that we were 
the victims of a chamber of 
commerce conspiracy.

The governors of the cotton states 


have issued a joint proclamation j 
calling upon farmers, merchants and 
business men of the south to carry 
out the suggestion of the cotton 
states marketing board, that no cot- 
ton be soid for less than thirty-five 
cents a pound, and requesting them 
to lend their aid “to the end that ! 
a price may be obtained for our chief 
staple equal to the cost of produc- 
tion plus a reasonable profit.’ 
The proclamation, which is signed 
by the governors all the cottone + 
growing states, embodies the reso- 
lution on this subject adopted by the 
cotton states marketing board at its 
recent cotton conference, held in the 
Statec apitol, Atlanta, November 
last. Following is the proclamation: 
We, the governors of the several cotton 
states, recognizing the justice and wisdom 
of the action taken by the cotton states 
official advisory marketing board in the 
cotton conference held in the state capitol 
of treorgia on November 7, 1918, as shown 
in the following resolution as adopted: 
‘Whereas, the recent heavy break in 
cotton prices is wholly unjustified by ex- | 
isting conditions and the great disturbance 
incident to the heavy break in the market 
has temporarily paraiyzed the agricultural 
end business interests of the south and en- 
tailed heavy loss to the cotton producer 
by reason of the price being below the cost 
of production, 
‘Therefore, be it That the 
farmers, merchants, business 
unite with the deter-

WILSON DELAYS 
UN PEACE ENVOYS 


Although President Is to 
Sail in Less Than Two 
Weeks, He Has Not De- 
cided Upon U. S. Dele- 
gates.

New York, November 2°.—A con- 
spiracy to use the mails to defraud 
investors of millions of dollars

crease for telegraphers. 

The wage advance does not apply 
to men paid $30 or less a emnonth 
for special services requiring only & 
portion of their time. Exceptions 
also are made for a few agents who 
receive $50 or less a month _ for 
whom a straight advance of $ is 
granted, without application of the 
$95 minimum. 

The wage increase order was the 
first official document signed today 
by Mr. McAdoo following the an- 
nouncement of his resignation on 
the ground of inadequate pay for 
eabinet officers.

Although Bolling Jones, postmas- 
ter of Atlanta, stated that he was 
willing to fall in with any regula- 
tion which suited the convenience 
of the city, pointed out some compli- 
cations in mail service which might 
follow a change in time. He did not 
think the railroad schedules in At- 
lanta would be made to comply with 
eastern time, because this would 
necessitate readjustments on all the 
lines which go out from Atlanta. 

A fixed system for his carriers, 
Mr. Jones, said, would mean that 
in event of the adoption of faster 
time by the city without correspond- 
ing action on the part of the rail- 
roads, there would be trouble with 
the delivery of mail. Manufactwrers 
outside the business district of the 
city and people of the residence sec- 
tions would receive their mail in 
the afternoon instead of as at pres- 
ent on 7 and 9 o’clock morning de- 
liveries. While he is of the opinion 
that the carriers’ schedule could be 
changed this would result in the 
business men of the city receiving 
their mail an hour later than they 
get it now. 

There were many arguments in 
favor of placing Atlanta in the east- 
ern time zone, one of which was 
that women employees would have 
the opportunity of getting home be- 
fore or very soon after dark. W. J. 
Lowenstein said that some of his 
employees, however, objected to 
having to get up earlier, which 
would be before daylight.

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: Democracy is indigenous’ to 
- America. 

One of the earliest recorded ex- 
' periments of representative gov- 
_ ernment by the people was under- 
taken on the Western Continent; 
--and it was a success. 

These statements are not made 
with reference to the establish- 
ment of the United States of 
America as a free and Independent 
nation, but to events that antedat- 
ed by nearly a century the birth 
of Christ. 

At that time North America was 
inhabited by two great peoples, the 
Nephites and the Lamanites, each 
named after an early leader, and 
both originally of one family stock. 
Except for brief periods of com- 
parative peace the two nations lIlv- 
ed in a state of hostility due to 
Lamanite aggression. 

The Nephites were progressive, 
cultured, and of peaceful desires, 
while the Lamanites became degen- 
erate, dark-skinned and barbarous. 
Eventually the Nephite nation was 
destroyed by their savage foes; the 
Lamanites persisted and are rep- 
resented today by their direct de- 
scendants, the American Indians. 

For five centuries prior to the 
events now under consideration 
each nation had been governed by 
a succession of kings. The La- 
manhite rulers exercised autocratic 
Sway and relied upon _ pbysical 
force for their power. Some ot 
the Nephite monarclis were almost 
as bad, though many were notably 
considerate and just. 

The last of the Nephite sover- 
eigns was Mosiah; he died 91 B. C., 
after a righteous reign of thirty- 
three years. King in name, he call- 
‘ed his people brethren and count- 

“ed himself their trusted and pre- 
siding servant. 

A short time before his death 
Mosiah called for an expression 
from his people as to whom they 
desired to succeed him on thg 
throne. There was a united an- 
swer; the people wanted the king’s

“Now it is not common that the 
voice of the people desireth any-

“And if the time comes that the 
voice of the people doth choose 
iniquity, then is the time that the 
judgments of God will come upon 
you, yea, then is the time he will 
visit you with great destruction 
even as he has hitherto visited this 
land. 

“And now if ye bave judges, and 
they do not judge you according to 
the law which has been given, ye 
can cause that they may be judged 
of a higher judge. 

“If your higher judges do not 
judge righteous judgments, ye shall 
cause that a small number of your 
lower judges should be gathered to- 
gether, and they shall judge your 
higher judges, according to the 
voice of the people. 

“And I command you to do these 
things in the fear of the Lord: and 
I command you to do these things, 
and that ye have no king ....

LESSON NO. 22. 
The Carburetor, 


The carburetor, as far as it was 
explained in the last lesson, would 
be all right for a single speed, uni- 
form load engine, but the engine of 
the automobile must have many 
speeds, and beable to overcome 
varying loads. There must, there- 
fore, be a number of additions to the 
carburetor as explained so far. 

First, let us see how the speed of 
the engine is varied. This is done 


by means of a throttle or butterfly 
valve, “R,” which, when nearly 
closed, will allow but a small 
amount of the mixture to pass and 
enter the cylinders, thus giving but 
amild explosion. When the throttle 
is fully opened, however, a full 
charge of mixtures will reach the cyl- 


inders and the explosion will be 


powerful. When the explosion is 
powerful, the piston will be driven 
down faster than with the milder ex- 
plosion, and so the engine and car 
speed will be greater. 


The throttle or butterfly valve is 
operated by hand by a lever on top 
of the steering column, or by the 
foot pressing on the = accelerator. 
Both of these, through a series of 
bell-cranks and sliding connections, 
operate on the rod “8S,” pushing it 
to the right or left. You will note 
that when the rod “S” is moved 
to the right, it will, by acting on 
the lever “T,” Ghown dotted), re- 
volve the butterfly valve “R,” in a 
direction opposite to that shown by 
the arrow, thus checking the flow of 
the mixture, while, when it is 
moved to the left, it will open the 
butterfly and so let the full charge 
reach the cylinders. When we give 
the engine “more gas,” as the say- 
ing is, we open the throttle or but- 
terfly as explained above. 

Will this throttle effect the mix- 
ture? When the butterfly “R” is 
nearly closed, the mixture will be 
checked by it’ and so, sort of pile 
up in the mixing chamber, “C,” and 
thus greatly reduce the vacuum 
here. Thus the spray from. the 
nozzie and the air entering at “D” 
will both be reduced. If, however, 
the throttle is opened to allow, say, 
twice the amount of mixture to 
pass, then the “piling up” action 


will not be so great, there will be, 


greater vacuum, the spray will be 
greater and the amount of air enter- 
ing at “D” will. be greater. The 
proportion of gas to air, however, 


will not be the same as before, be-'!

incoming air more than the resist-: ; 
ance of the nozzle opening will; engine is cranked it really travels 


check the gasoline. (The distance 
between the top of the liquid and 
the opening in the nozzle 1s so 
small that the friction is practically 
nothing.) Thus, as the throttle is 
opened the mixture will constantly 
become richer. 

The mixture entering the cylinders 
must always be in the same propor- 
tion of gas and air. Therefore, 
carburetor as above will not do, and

tion. Of course the faster the air 
travels the greater will be this va- 
cuum. This is one reason why the 
mixture gets richer with the higher 
engine speed, requiring the auxil- 
lary air valve. 

Now, if we could increase the 
speed of the air as it passes the 
nozzle, the space, K, or vacuum, 
could be increased and so the nozzle 
opening could be made smaller and 
still give the same amount of gas. 
The Venturi tube will make the air 
move faster at the nozzle. 

The same volume of air must Pass 
1, 2 and 3 in the same time. But the 
opening at 2 is only about half of 
that at 1 and 3, and so for the same 
volume or amount of air to pass 2 
as passes 1 and 3, say a minute, it 
will have to travel about twice as 
fast. Thus you can see how the Ven- 
turi will accomplish its purpose of 
Giving a fine spray. 

I previously told you that the 
liquid gasoline will change to a va- 
por at a temperature of about 70 de- 
grees, the same as water will turn to 
steam at a temperature of 212 de- 
grees. When the steam strikes a sur- 
face colder than 212 degrees it will 


‘condense and again become water. 


In the same way, whe nthe vaporized 
gasoline strikes a cold surface it 
will condense, 

The above is the reason why it Is 


i{hard to start on a cold day. While 


the carburetor will do its work 
properly, the vapor, however, on the 
way to the cylinders, strikes the cold 


, manifold and so condenses, with the 


result that practically nothing but 
air reaches the cylinders. When the

What can we do to start in cold 
weather? If when starting we make 
the mixture very rich, then even 
though most of the gas condenses on

NASH BACK HOME 
FROM AIRCRAFT WORK 


With satisfaction over a duty well 
done, but with unbounded enthusi- 
asm over his return to the active 
participation in his own enterprise 
and with unlimited optimism over 
the immediate future of the motor 
car industry, President C. W. Nash,

“With armistice declared and peace 
in sight it is a great satisfaction 
to again be on the ground with my 
own organization. We feel that in 
view of the abnormal requirements 
and unusual conditions that we in 
the aircraft production division 
really accomplished a good work. 
That department, howéver, is now 
well organized, and with the chang- 
ed conditions I feel that the need 
of my services there no longer ex- 
ists, and accordingly have returned 
to my own company at Kenosha. 

“This factory has been active in 
the production of trucks and other 
materials ever since our country’s 
entry into the war and in fact, was 
active in supplying our allies before 
our declaration of war. During the 
war period our plant at Kenosha 
has sold to our own and allied gov- 
ernments in excess of $37,000,000 of 
transportation equipment. 

“At the request of the government 
we greatly increased our manufac- 
turing facilities for war work, and 
I am proud to say that our organiza- 
tion here, during the time of my ab- 
sence in government work, has rig- 
idly kept up with the government 
schedule and performed a record 
of which my associates and I are 
really proud. I am a firm believer 
in the future of the business indus- 
tries of this country. I believe, 
while the readjustment to normal 
conditions will take some time, and, 
therefore, the return to normal will 
be gradual, it is none the less cer- 
tain. 

“The recent limited production of 
passenger cars and trucks for the 
public, due to the’ unusual govern- 
ment requirements, leaves a big de- 
mand ready for the manufacturers 
who are equipped to take advantage 
of this situation. Fortunately for 
us, the added facilities and equip- 
ment which we installed for the 
government work are of such order 
that they can be immediately turn- 
ed to the production of Nash pas- 
senger cars and trucks for general 
consumption.

The auxiliary valve H is adjusted 
for the low speed and will open so

_because of the variations in the 
spring materials, etc. the mixture 
will not always be exactly right for 
the higher speeds. It may be too 
rich or too weak. For this reason 
most carburetors, in addition to a 
low speed adjustment, have a high 
speed adjustment. In some this is, 
done by having an extra spring in 
eonnection with the auxiliary valve, ' 
while others have a way to move the 
nozzle needle with the throttle lever. 
Different makes of carburetors will 
be studied at a later date.

do is to keep up a- tractive force 
equal to one-eighth or one-tenth of 
its weight. At two and one-halt 
miles per hour this for a 1,200- 
pound horse represents 4 horsepow- 
er when he exerts one-half his 
weight, 2 horsepower when pulling 
one-fourth his weight and 1 horse- 
power when pulling but one-eighth 
of his own weight. The horsepower 
developed, the force 
same, will vary of course according 
to the rate of walking, the faster 
the walk the greater the horsepow- 
er and the shorter time a given pull 
can be maintained.

Draft of Plow. 

lf we assume then that two horses 
weighing 1.200 pounds each pulling 
one-eighth of their own weight walk 
at 2.5 miles per hour, we shall have 
developed 2 horsepower and a trac- 
tive force of 300 pounds. Suppose 
these to be turning a furrow slice 
five inches deep and six inches wide 
and exerting the three hundred 
pounds tractive force, the draft per 
square inch of the furrow slice will 
be ten pounds. In anv work and 
especially in plowing the proportion 
of weight or the tractive force ex- 
erted is not fixed but must vary 
the nature of the soil, the moisture 
conditions, the comps actness, the 
number and strengta of grass roots 
and so on. 

Determinations of 
have been made in é 
notably in Wisconsin and in Mis- 
souri, but the figures hardly apply 
to the soils of the southeastern por- 
tion of the United States. On soils 
of Wisconsin the draft of plow turn- 
ing furrow slice 4x12, or 6x10 inches 
wis equal to about 2.15 horsepower. 
The plows used in the cotton belt 
average much smaller than those 
used on prairie northern soils, 
proba biv because our soils are more 
tenacious and the draft per square 
inch of furrow slice larger. In the 
lighter soils of the coastal plains, 
it mav be that the draft of plows 
ill more nearly approach that on 
» soils above mentioned. Moreover 
these lands are more nearly or 
very often level, a sulky plow can 
be more easilv used and the emplov 
of double or triple gangs would still 
further reduce the amount of labor 
necessarv to plow. The point we 
wish to bring out is that 14-inch or 
16-inch sulky plows made for prairie 
soils, usually called three-horse 
plows. will not be satisfactoryv on 
all tvpes of our soils because of the 
large furrow slice taken and that 
very often additional power may be 
reouired in comparison with other 
soils to do a given amount of work 
in piowing. Of course where con- 
ditions permit their use economy 
and the cagt of production can there- 
bv be materially reduced.

Ognition of Russia at the world 
peace conference at Versailles was 
urged by Prince George Lvoff, first 
prime minister of Russia after the 


overthrow of the ezar, in a state- 
ment today to the American people. 
Prince Lvoff expresses his convic- 
tion that any program of recon- 
struction which does not provide 
for the complete destruction of 
Bolshevism in Russia will leave in 
the world the germ of another great 
war. 

“The termination of the war has 
raised the question of the peace 
conference,”’ said Prince Lvoff, “T 
think a sense of duty and iustice 
dictates to the allies the necessity 
of organizing in Versailles the de- 
fense of Russian interests. This 
work can be done by Russians only. 
The country as a whole unable 
at present to send to the conference 
its plenipotentiary representatives. 
But when our friend is ill we act 
for him.

“Instead of neace, they gave V- 
er-ceasing war; instead of  bréad., 
hunger without nrecedent Rus- 
sia; instead of liberty. a bloody 
tyranny such we never knew 
in the worst of the reign of 
the czars. 

“The Bolsheviki are indulging 
pervetual revolution. Their 
is universal social eruntion. 
are interested in Russia chiefly as 
a hearth where they may keep up 
by all means the worlds’ conflagre- 
tion. From the outside it would 
seem that the RBolsheviki display 
strone power, but this impression 
is not correct. Almost all the 
branches of their administretion are 
in a state of chaos and they are 
unable to enforce, even by the most 
ernuel and sarguinery measures, the 
submission of the border lands and 
the execution of their decrees. 

“In the To'sheviki sfate, in con- 
nection with enomplete = anarchy. 
reign hunger and the need of all 
essentials of life. The allies have 
decided to feed vanonished foes, 
Can thev let Russia die of starva- 
tion? The allies require order of 
(Jermany. Can they tolerate the 
nest of ararchy in Russia, the dom- 
ination of the Bolsheviki, who are 
Pimine to kindle hatred and 
the struggle with arms of the 
rroletariat arainst groups of 
the ponulation? 

“T deem the intervention of 
allies is dictated not onlv by pure 
compassion for the victims of 
Russian Bolshevism. but bv _ polit- 
ical foresight as well.” 

Prince TLvoff praised 
accomplishment of the Czecho-Slo- 
vak forees, and said that around 
them had centered such ideas of 
order as were successful in parts 
of Russia. He predicted that the 
senarated communities now ors 
izing under the impulse of the Cze- 
eho-Slovak adventure, if aided 
the allies, now that the need 
most pressing, would fuse again 
into a strong central state. 
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Germany’s F uel-Oil Supply. 


Germany has been cutoff from its 
usual supply of fuel oil and gaso- 
line as a result of the armistice 
with Austria and the consequent 
stoppage of all traffic between Aus- 
tria and Germany. Germany kas 
been obtaining fuel oil and gaso- 
line from Galicia and Rumania. Up 
to the time of Austria’s complete 
collapse and surrender, it is under- 
stood Germany had been planning 
to import huge amounts of oil from 
the fields of the Caucasus. Ger- 
many has no fuel-oil supplies with- 
in her own borders and has been 
using for lubricating oil a deriva- 
tive of coal tar—bonzol. This source, 
however, will not supply Germany's 
wants. Demobilizativun of the Aus- 
trian army means that thousands 
of miners will return to the Aus- 
trian coal fields so that it is prob- 
able there will not be a great 
amount of suffering because of lack 
of coal this winter in -Austria. 


The “underground railroad” wag a 
political slang term which for many 
years was used to designate the 
mysterious organization and secrct 
methods by which runaway slaves 
were helped on teir way north to 
treedom he movement originated 
among the Quakers of Pennsylvan- 
ja. and were gradually extended un- 
til a@whain of posts or stations was 
established at convenient points 
about a day's journey apart, leading 
from Kentucky and Virginia across 
Ohio, and from Maryland. through 
Pennsvivania and New York to 
Canada. There were no means of 
locating 6r fixing the route but by 
secret methods and means of com- 
munication, fugitive slaves knew 
how to find the route, and its man- 
agérs did the rest by concealing 
feeding and guarding the fueitives 
and shipping them along to the next 
station. This was dangerous work, 
for it was forbidden by law, and ‘he 
fucitives were often hotiy pursued 
by armed men, but it was the means 
of helping a great many runaway 
slaves to freedom, 


Nominally an independent grand 
duchy, Luxemburg has been held 
vassal by Germany for years be- 
catise of her extensive iron mines, 
which have med the Krupps muni- 
tion factories and made possible 
Germany's superpreparedneéss pro- 
gram. Germany signed treaties in 
1857 and 1902 guaranteeing neutral- 
ity of Luxemburg and promising not 
to use her railroads for troop move- 
ments. But without a seaport LuUx- 
emburge was forced inta the German 
customs union and German tariffs 
were exacted on all goods coming 
into her borders. She was thus fore- 
ed into economic dependence on 
Germapy. She will probably cut 
herself free from German domina- 
tion after the war. 

An eminent electrician has figured 
the horsepower of a lightning 
flash. The amount of light given 
by a single lightning flash is suffi- 
cient to illuminate an area .two 
miles square, With an average il- 
lumination of one candle.

The general 
list closed very steady at a net de- 
cline of 17 to 60 points. 

The opening was steady at a de- 
cline of 23 to 50 points under over- 
night selling orders which had been 
brought in by the extreme weakness 
of late yesterday. These offerings 
were soon absorbed, however, and 
there was a quick rally during the 
early trading with December selling 
up from 28.20 to 28.82 and March 
from 26.90 to 27.35. 

This carried prices 5 to 11 points 
net higher on the near months and 
back to nearly last night's closing 
figures on later deliveries. 

There was New Orleans buying 
here and the relative firmness of 
the New Orleans market was a fac- 
tor on the recovery, while some buy- 
ing may also have been inspired by 
the reports of wintry weather in 
the southwest. It was considered 
too late in the season for reports 
of killing frost to create much bull- 
ish sentiment and the volume of 
buying tapered off at the advance. 
Later there was a renewal of real- 
izing or liquidation and prices broke 
rapidly with December selling off 
to 28.00 and March to 26.80, or 60 to 
77 points net lower.

Nevertheless, day after day unmis- 
takable signs appeared that orders 
were being cancelled. 

I’or example, early in the week an 
advertisement appeared in the news- 
papers here offering for sale a large 
amount of paper, something oon- 
sidered only a feW days ago as be- 
ing absolutely out of reach for 
everybody not having iron-clad con- 
tracts. After naming the number 
of tons for sale the advertisement 
read: “Manufactured for government 
emergency war work the sign- 
ing of the peace armistice forces the 
resale of this stock.”

As to the statement made by Mr. 
Gempers, everybody knew that labor 
Was going to make a strong fight 
to keep as much as possible $f the 
advance in wages gained during the 
war. It is evident, however, from 
the week's news, that readjustment 
forces which neither labor nor capi- 
tal can control are already at work. 
In discussing this week the prob- 
able outcome of the business 
changes now going on John Moody, 
whose views are highly valued by 
Wall street bankers, went on record 
as follows: 

“It is manifest that the accumula- 
tion of war materials, such as steel, 
copper, other metals, cotton and 
wool, leather, chemicals and build- 
ing materials in the hands of the 
government must soon be disposed 
of, as they will not now be needed 
for army buildings or for producing 
munit'ons and supplies. 

“Demobilization of war plants and 
army cantonments means some liqui- 
dation of supplies, machinery, raw 
materials, and even some plants. It 
must also at least start the liquida- 
tion of labor, since the amount of 
labor in this country engaged in war 
production is equivalent to the whole 
time of 3,000,000 persons. 

“When the cancellation of orders 
cets under way commodity prices 
should begin to decline noticeably, 
and there should begin to be a slight 
excess in the supply of labor over 
the demand. 

Liquidation’s Effect. 


“This liquidation should ¢ause 
positive weakness in commodity and 
goods prices, and bring about some 
actual declines in wages. At this 
stage the fall in prices should be 
rapid, but the fall in wages not 
much more than perceptible.

New 
sample lines, it was reported, are being 
prepared for civilian merchandise in wool 
manufacturing circles. Burlaps were un- 
settled and quiet.

“A great cutting of costs of pro- 
duction and of operating expenses 
must be expected at this stage— 
that is, when the demobiilzation of 
armies and war plants is nearing 
completion. 

“A large fall in ocean freight 
rates should occur after the repatri- 
ation of troops is about completed, 
because then the vast tonnage now 
engaged in war work will be return- 
ed to merchant service—to say noth- 
ing of the fact that by that time 
the world's merchant marine will 
probably be up to or above normal 
in total capacity. 

“At this stage business will be 
stimulated by four powerful factors, 
namely, an abundance of cheap capi- 
tal: a large supply of raw materials 
at relatively low prices: a plentiful 
supplv of labor probably 15 per 
cent cheaper and 25 per cent more 
efficient than the present labor; and 
a great improvement in transporta- 
tion facilities. These powerful in- 
fluences cannot fail to greatly stim- 
ulate business. 

May Expect Boom. 


“We may then expect the begin- 
nings of the reconstruction boom. 
Such a boom not long after it begins 
wil’ doubtless be stimulated by a re- 
duction of war taxes, by occasional 
trayments by the entente govern- 
ments on account of their debts to 
the United States government, and 
by large bond redemptions on the 
part of our government.” 

But this leaves unanswered the 
important question as to how long a 
period will be required to swing 
general business from a war to a 
peace basis. That question was an- 
swered this week as follows by 
Brigadier General Guy E. Tripp, who 
has just left the government service 
as a “dollar-a-year” man to resume 
his duties as chairman of the board 
of directors of the Westinghouse 
Electric and Manufacturin com- 
pany: “I am an optimist. know 
there are those who believe that 
we will be two or three years in 
changing from a war to a peace 
bas's but such thoughts do not fit 
in with my estimate. For my part I 
think you will see the transition 
largely accomplished within six 
months, and so smoothly that we 
will hardly realize the change we

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MARKET IS RULED 
BY PROFESSIONALS 


New York, November 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Professional operations to a 
large extent ruled prices in this 
week's stock market. Bearish sen- 
timent was in the ascendency and 
the so-called peace stocks were 
selected as the particularly inviting 
ones for selling operations, doubt- 
less because their technical position 
was judged to offer possibilities of 
exploitation. At any rate, it was 
the peace issues which displayed the 
greatest weakness, while the war 
stocks were bid up against the short 
interest which had assumed consid- 
erable proportions. These tenden- 
cies were not surprising, in view of 
the typically professional character 
of the market. 

There were two very disturbing 
announcements so far as the bullish 
contingent was concerned, one the 
passing of the dividend on Maxwell 
Motors first preferred, the other a 
“hitch” in the notorious Marine deal. 

The latest in the Marine situation 
is that the United States government 
is holding up the company’s plan 
to sell its British tonnage, presuma- 
bly to allow an American shipping 
company to dispose of its most valu- 
able stock in trade just at a crisis 
in the world’s shipping situation 
and at a time when America is do- 
ing all in her power to strengthen 
her position and prestige on the high 
seas, 

Extends to Bonds, 

The weakness in the stock market 
extended to bonds, which receded to 
the extent of 3 or 4 points, as com- 
pared with last week's high prices, 


chiefly, it appears, on the idea that. 


the advance on the peace news of 
two weeks ago had gone far enough 
for the time being. Fundamentals in 
the bond market are not changed 
and the best judges of the situation 
expect higher prices all through the 
list, but more especially among the 
long-term issues. The reaction this 
week has pretty fully corrected 
aseenee in the technical situa- 
tion. . 

Discussing the possible future 
value of Liberty bonds, the govern- 
ment bond house of C. F. Childs & 
Co., in a special circular today, says: 
“It is probably conservative to base 
calculations of future prices upon a 
4 per cent money basis in the ex- 
pectation that a credit level of that 
figure will be established by the 
United States, Great Britain and 
France within a few vears after the 
close of the war. Furthermore, the 
continuance of high taxation, which 
seems inevitable for years, will un- 
doubtedly be considerably modified, 
with a result that a considerable 
number of holders of Liberty bonds 
will probably sell them, regardless 
of their various tax exemptions 
(most of which will cease two years 
after the war) in order to reinvest 
the proceeds in other securities. By 
that time there will be no further 
incentive to persuade 25,000,000 
bondholders that it is unpatriotic 
to surrender their holdings of gov- 
ernment bonds.

drastic action in Maxwell's case, in 
view of the fact thgt the company 
was not drawing on its cash to pay 
the scrip dividend, unless the direc- 
tors really do anticipate troublous 
times for the company, not to say 
the whole industry. While it is true 
that the automobile concerns have 
heavy inventories and will face more 
or less loss in working these off and 
in readjusting their business to a 
peace basis, the writer cannot take 
such a thoroughly gloomy view of 
the future as is suggested by the 
action of the Maxwell company, Last 
week it was pointed out here that 
the technical position of the motors 
had been weakened by their recent 
advances and that it was not con- 
servative to buy them around the 
figures then prevailing. There is 
still room for decline, but the mo- 
tors are getting back to a basis that 
would make them attractive for the 
buyer who {is willing to hold them 
through a readjustment period for 
the possible profits which may ac- 
crue during the reconstruction boom. 
Truck stocks are decidedly likely to 
receive a very great stimulus from 
the peace demands. 

Favorable attention has been di- 
rected to the fact that the tire com- 
pany stocks have held up well in 
face of the weakness, this week, in 
the motor stocks and the former are 
being recommended in preference to 
the latter on the theory that what- 
ever delays or losses may occur in 
he readjustment of the car produc- 
ing plants, from a war to a peace 
basis, the manufacturer of tires will 
proceed smoothly while the demand 
will continue. But the tire stocks 
have borne the motors company on 
the recent advances and it would 
not be surprising to see them react 
in sympathy with a further decline 
in the general market. 

Fighting Shorts. 

This week’s rise in war shares 
like Bethlehem Steel had all the ear- 
marks of a demonstration against 
the shorts. Bethlehem, Republic, 
Lackawanna, Midvale, Crucible, 
United States Steel and the rest in 
this group have got to see lower 
prices in the opinion of close stu- 
dents of the economic situation be- 
fore they will have measured the 
loss in earnings which the cessa- 
tion of war orders means. 

Large cancellations for steel are 
being reported by the steel manu- 
facturers. Substantial cancellations 
for railroad rolling stock have also 
been announced, the 40,000 cars and 
1,500 locomotives ordered hurriedly 
last month for delivery in 1919 for 
the American campaign in France 
having been cancelled. There are 
also 300,000 tons of steel rails for 
the Pershing forces that will not 
be needed.

Urgent Need of Hour. 


The call has gone forth from na- 
tional headquarters for a full supply 
of refugee garments of every sort 
and description. The need such 
that it cannot be filled by the dona- 
tions of ordinary garments, such as 
are used in this country, for to the 
peasant populations of Européan 
countries many of our garments are 
unknown and could not be adapted 
to the uses of the people.

WARD OF FRANCE PAYS 
A DEBT OF CENTURY 


In the Same Hall, Where

For America there is peculiar fit- 
ness in the selection of Versailles as 
the scene of the next world settle- 
ment. The liquidation of the Ger- 
man war, we are told by cable, is 
to be accomplished by negotiations 
carrled on in- Paris and formally 
adopted in a plenary session at Ver- 
sailles. Something like this was 
the method employed to settle the 
War of the Revolution, and while 


the document which contained Brit- | 


ish recognition of American inde- 
pendence was signed at Paris, the 
treaty which restored peace to the 
world was another Treaty of Ver- 
sailles, and Franklin, Adams and 
Jay, who represented America in 
that famous time, were frequently 
wt Versailles, 

We are, then, in a very real sense, 
returning to the place at which our 
existence obtained Kuropean recog- 
nition. But how different are the 
circumstances! In 1782 we were the 
ward of France. French armies and 
French ships, with French loans, had 
made liberty possible. A year be- 
fore the armies of Washington and 
Rochambeau had taken Yorktown, 
the soldiers of France and of Amer- 
ica had shared in victory, the fruits 
of which were mainly American. 
i;ut today our armiés have just been 
victorious at Sedan, and, in Foch’s 
happy phrase, have earned the right 
to inscribe the word “Meuse” upon 
their banners, as the soldiers of the 
lkrench monarchy had- won the privi- 
lege to write Yorktown upon theirs 
one hundred and thirty-seven years 
ago, 

Other Debts to France, 

We owe to France other debt than 
those incurred in the eighteenth cen- 
tury. The Marne and Verdun were 
contributions of the revolution, and 
Foch and Joffre have served Amer- 
ica as greatly as did Lafayette and 
Rochambeau, but it is the older debt 
that today is clearest in view and 
gives to our participation in the 
world wat a dramatic and appealing 
character. To France, who gave us 
our independence, we, in our turn, 
are returning the “lost provinces,” 
which are the guarantee of French 
integrity. Surely history has few 
more remarkable coincidences. 

Tere other memories, how- 
ever, which will be stirred by a new 
assembling at Versailles. In a side 
street leading off the Avenue de 
Paris, by which the delegates will 
come to the palace, is that tennnis 
er in which was taken the fa- 
mous oath from which came the 
French revolution. Through the 
gates by which the delegates will 
enter the palace the mob of Paris 
swarmed to Louis AVI. and 
drag him back to Paris and, in the 
end, to the scaffold.

Fortunately, in 
one respect, the victorious nations 
are far better placed than those of 
1815. There are almost no rivalries 
as among themselves. France, Brit- 
ain and the United States have no 
conflicting purposes. Italian aspira- 
tions are Only possible sources of 
trouble, where the Italians disagree 
with the Slavs and the Greeks over 
Adriatic and Aegean territories. 

For the Germans to repeat the 
achievements of Talleyrand at Vi- 
enna in dividing their conquerors 
there is lacking the material every- 
where present at the earlier gather- 
ing. Differences can come out only 
of principles rather than territory. 
That they may come is apparent 
when one recognizes, for example, 
the very wide difference of views 
between Great Britain and President 
Wilson over the question of the 
“freedom of the seas.” 

Trouble Ahead. 

But a far more fruitful source of 
difficulty must be seen in the situa- 
tion in Germany. France in 1815, 
when the congress of Vienna met, 
was in the hands of a king restored 
by allied bayonets. Owing his throne 
to the allies and holding it only by 
their aid, he was bound to accept 
their conditions. The return of Na- 
poleon temporarily abolished the de- 
cisions of the congress of Vienna and

Yet the briefest consideration 
the acts of the congress of Berlin;

gave to Austria the Serb lands of | 
Josnia and Herzegovina, kindling | 
the fire which spread out into the! 
world war. It took Greek lands | 
from the Greeks to restore them to! 
the Turk: it permitted Russia to | 
seize the Rumanian lands of Bess-|\ 
arabia and forced Rumania into the 
Bulgarian Dobruja, sowing the seeds 
of hatred which have led to such evil 
harvests in recent years. Britain re- 
ceived Cyprus and became the guar- 
antor of the Turkish integrity, re- 
sponsible thereby for the Armenian 
massacres and Macedonian crimes of 
the future. France obtained Tunis 
and the generation-long resentment 
of Italy. 

When it was all over this “peace 
with honor’ that Beaconsfield ac- 
claimed on his return from Berlin 
accomplished these things: It es- 
tranged Russia and Germany, since 
Bismarck supportea Vienna against 
Petrograd, and this estrangement 
led to the Franco-Russian alliance. 
It estranged Italy and France, and 
Italy entered the Triple Alliance. 
It did equal injustice to all the Balk- 
an states and made the later Balk- 
an wars inevitabie. It sacrificed 
Serbia to Austria, Rumania to 
Fiussia, Bulgaria to British con- 
cern about Constantinople. It gave 
the Turk forty years more in which 
to massacre and destroy. It pre- 
served the eastern question unset- 
tled; it did nothing justly, and the 
question of the rights of nations 
had no hearing in the Berlin con-

enna that we must turn at the pres- 
ent time to find any real parallel for 
the new Versailles gathering, for 
that was the last effort of Europe 
to liquidate a general war. At Vi- 
enna the conquerors of Napoleon 
zathered to abohsh the peril which 
the ideas of the French revolution 
held for all sovereigns and all au- 
tocracies. With respect to France, 
on the military and territorial side, 
Napoleon’s conquerers made peace 
promptly ina treaty of Paris, signed | 
a little more than a month after the 
first abdication of Fontainbleau, 
France lost her conquests and was 
restored to the frontiers of 1789, in 
the main, but the integrity of the 
old France was maintained against 
the Prussian effort to seize Al- 
sace-Lorraine. It was not with any 
desire to save France that her con- 
querors dealt with her in a moder- 
ate spirit: it was merely to make 
possible the restoration of a Bour- 
bon king and thus enlist France in 
the general crusade against liberal 
ideas—against the splrit of the 
French revolution. 

Partition of Poland. 

Having disposed of France, the’ 
representatives of Russia, Britain, 
Austria and l’russia undertook to 
restore the world which had been 
swept away by the revolution. The 
partition of Poland was finally con- } 
Prussia, Russia and Au- 
stria took their several shares. Italy 
was again turned to its old 
plunderer; Austria was re-estab- 
lished in Venice, the in 
Naples: Belgium was turned over to 
Holland; everywhere the rights and 
the wishes of races were disregard- 
ed. Napoleon, returntng from Elba, 
announced that the congress of Vi- 
enna was dissolved, but Waterloo, 
following fast upon the adjournment 
of this congress, enabled its deter- 
mination to stand. 

The consequences of this 
ment were even more evil than those 
of the later Berlin gathering. The 
Bourbon restoration lasted in France 
but fifteen years. Belgium prompt- 
ly broke away from Holland: Italy, 
under the leadership of Sardinia, 
began her half-century of str 
for liberty and unity. Poland 
All Europe was 
swept in 1848 by a new rising to 
restore the lost liberties of the rev- 
olution era. The rivalries of Austria

are seen with clarity only now, 
when Prussia, Russia and Austria 
into ruins. The Haps- 
burgs, the Romanoffs and the Ho- 
henzollerns, who framed the docu- 
ment of Vienna, are gone—in exile 
or dead. Italy is free, France re- 
publican, Furope unbound. Yet 
this liberation has taken a full cen- 
tury; only now Poland rising 
from the servitude imposed more 
than a century ago; only now is 
Italy redeeming the last of her 
Latin brethren from Austrian

The purpose expressed in the con- 
gress of Vienna, the principles es- 
tablished there, were soon repudiat- 
ed by France; they were never for- 
mally accepted by the British, who, 
seeking protection against new 
French menaces, consented rather 
than agreed to the decisions. They 
were banished from Italy within 
half a century, but they prevailed 
in Russia, in Austria and in Ger- 
many to the very hour when the 
present conflict came. They were 
revealed again in the congress of 
Berlin, where Britain was again 
harnessed to the chariot of reac- 
tion, this time through fear of Rus- 
sia: and France, newly beaten and 
mutilated, was helpless. For a fuil 
century, therefore, the evil done at 
Vienna has endured and its inevita- 
ble harvest has been the world war. 

Peace of Utrecht. 

The peace of Utrecht, a century 
earlier, was a different order of set- 
tlement. It terminated a war be- 
tween kines rather than between 
nations. It ended the effort of 
Louis XIV to dominate the whole 
continent. No question of liberal- 
ism was in any mind; the single 
purpose was to preserve the victory 
achieved, to insure Kurope against 
new French ageressions. Unlike

As for the settlement of West- 
phalia, like that of Utrecht, it was 
peace by negotiation, without vic- 
tory. It ended the Thirty Years’ 
War; it established the principle of 
religious toleration; it marked the 
of France as a great state; it 
Alsace upon the French 
monarchy; it left Germany a broken 
mass of disunited states. It was a 
real settlement so far as the relixg- 
ious issue was concerned: in all else 
it no settlement, but rather 
a cessation of war, made necessary 
exhaustion and achieved not at 
a general congress, but by separate 
peace agreements between the vari- 
ous contestants. 

A review of these prevfous great 
settlements or unsettlements is per- 
haps worth while now, when we are 
to make the greatest of all settle- 
ments, which seems bound to 
as long a life as that of Vienna and 
exercise at least as great an intlu- 
ence upon succeeding generations as 
did the 1815 document upon history 
from Waterloo to the later Sedan. 
Of all these previous settlements 
only that of Vienna is of real con- 
temporary interest, because alone 
of the many arrangements it was

In the later gathering 
none of the assembled statesmen 
was troubled by the haunting fear 
of a revolution such as had shaken 
Iurope before the Vienna gather- 
ing. In Berlin the diplomatists were 
concerned only with avoiding a 
general war and with acquiring as 
much territory as possible. At Vi- 
enna the double objective was per- 
sonal profit and collective 
safety. An eviction of kings, 
that which has just occurred, 


the general association of monarchs 
met at Vienna was resolved to make 
any repetition impossible. 

Now contrast the task before the 
statesmen who gather at Versailles 
with that of the predecessors at 
Vienna and at Berlin. Their task far 
surpasses that of a little more than 
a cénturv ago. Thev have to make 
a new map of Europe. 
to deal with the racial and nation- 
alistic aspirations of more people 
than the combined sovereigns of the 
Vienna era ruled over. They have 
fo erect new nations larger than 
anv German state in 1815. They 
have to resolve Austria-Hungary 
into its component parts, to settle 
the Balkan rivalries, to dispose of

Dawson Bros. Plant Will 
Be Taken Over by Geor- 
gia Preserving Company. 
Backed by Local Men. 
Canneries to Be Built. 


Quite in keeping with the ten- 
dency toward food conservation and 
the np ay of waste and the 
rf pote ement ot greater produec- 

on of fruits and vegetables in 
Georgia and adjoining states is the 
recent org anization of the Georgia 
Preserving Co. by a number ~ of 
prominent Atlantans. 
: Among the gentlemen interested 
in the new company are Derwood 
Dawson, C. W. McClure, C. V. Rain- 
water and Walter W. Lowe. Mr. 
Dawson being’ president and Mr. 
Lowe, secretaryv-treasurer. 

It is proposed to establish a can- 
ning plant for sweet potatoes in 
south Georgia and a number of 
brining or salting stations in dir- 
ferent portions of the state to han- 
die cucumbers and other vegetables 
intended for pickling. At some point 
in north Georgia it is intended to 
establish a plant for canning fruits 
and vegetables, 

In addition to these plants the 
new company will take over the 
Atlanta property of Dawson Broth- 
ers Co. on Bellwood avenue, which 
Will produce principally preserves, 
jellies and vinegars as at present. 

Canneries Are Needed, 

The need for canneries of the 
Kinds and in the jvcalities mention- 
ed has long been recognized bv 
thoughtful. people onversant with 
thé conditions in Gooraes. and the 
movement by the Georg *reserv- 
ing Co. to actually poly tet A and 
operate these plants has the strong 
indorsement of the state food ad- 
ministration, the state bureau of 
markets and the Georgia Chamber 
of Commerce. 

While it is well Known that many 
thousands of bushels of sweet po- 
tatoes spoil annually, the supply 
of canned sweet potatoes is not 
nearly equal to the demand. Ina 
recent article in The Manufacturers’ 
Record it was pointed out that the 
total quantity of sweet potatoes to 
be canned this year was estimated 
at 250,000 cases. but that the state- 
ment had been made that there was 
sufficient demand today to guaran- 
tee the disposal of 4,000,000 cases. 
It is stated that last vear’s pack was 
absorbed within six months after 

season opened, and that this 

already 500,000 cases 

contracted for, although 
canmners expect to only be able 
supply half that amount. 

The sweet potato is, of course 
hard to keep in its ordinary condi- 
tion. but when canned it keeps per- 
fectly for any length of time and 
retains to a very marked degree 
its original flavor and sweetness. 

In connection with the proposi- 
tion to establish the canneries al- 
ready mentioned it is stated by the 
Georgia division of the United 
States food administration that in 
the states of Marvland, Virginia 
and Delaware there are 916 can- 
neries, while in Georgia South Car- 
Olina and Alabama’ there are only 
°2, referring in both cases only 
to canneries handling agricultural 
products. 

Opportunity Is Here. 

Tt is further stated that the op- 
portunity for canneries in this sec- 
tion is etter than in the states 
mentioned, in that the southern 
states have cheaper labor, longer 
growing season, equally as good 
soil, with numerous products avail- 
able for canning which can not be 
produced further north. Continu- 
ing the officer quoted said: 

“The canning season in the north- 
ern section is for a few weeks only 
while in this section the season 
eould, by inducing the farmers to 
properly rotate their crops, easily 
be extended over not less than nine 
months in the year. A properly 
financed canning company should 
be highly Gaccasatel 

“I'nder existing conditions any 
enterprise stimulating the produc- 
tion and conservation of food, as 
will be done by a cannery, should 
be encouraged in every way, and 
the support of such an enterprise is 
as patriotic as the purchase of 
Liberty bonds.”

10 BE NO SURPLUS 
OF GOODS, SAYS SAUL

Speaking on this subject one dav 
the past week, J. Saul, head of the 
whol“ale clothing firm bearing his 
name, said: 

“T do not believe that there will 
be any surplus’ in manufactured 
goods, especially dry goods and 
clothing, for, just as soon as ships 
can be had for carrying cargoes to 
acelin and the embargo against 
the central powers is lifted, the Iu- 
ropean demand for our goods will be 
much greater than American manu- 
facturers, can supply. 

“The extremely high prices now 
being paid in European countries, 
due to the great shortage of dry 
goods and clothing, will induce 
American manufacturers to send 
their products abroad, where they 
will obtain prices considerably me Se 
er than we are paying in this coun- 
try, with the result that we will 
probably have a greater scarcity 
than now exists, 

“Besides, the millions of men to be 
released from the army will all need 
civilian clothes, and this will in- 
crease the already heavy tax on our 
supply of materials and manufac- 
turing capacity.

Restrictions Off 
On F ifeworks 


Uncle Sam is a goa old scout. Amid 
all the difgerent things that he must 
look after, he has not forgotten that 
the small boy, as well as the tigger 
boy and his dad, want to csiebrate 
Christmas with “skyrockets,” roman 
candles, firecrackers, pinwheels and 
all the other kinds of fireworks, 
without which Christmas seems, to 
the small boy, flat, stale and un- 
profitable. 

So, Uncle Sam realizes that Christ- 
mas is coming in about a month 
and he removes the restrictions on 
the sale of fireworks that have been 
in force during the war, and now 
the chap who wants to celebrate 
Christmas in the old-time way can 
just go ahead and buy nis outfit 
and get busy; provided, of course, 
city ordinances do not interfere. 
But, anyway, Uucle Sam has removed 
his restraining regulations, and no 
license is now needed to buy fire- 
works. 

Carlos H. Mason, inspector o*% ex- 
plosives for Georgia, was notified 
the past week of the removal of 
restrictions on the sale of fireworks, 
but there has been no change in the 
regulations concerning dynamite and 
powder. 

At the same time 
were issued that— 

“All regulations relating to ingre- 
dients not used or intended to be 
used in the manufacture of explo- 
sives, are revoked, and no further 
license of such ingredients will be 
required.”’ 

This latter clause refers especial- 
ly to certain substances handled 
usually by drug stores and which, 
because they can De used to manu- 
facture explosives, were restricted 
under the recent regulations. These 
may now be sold without restriction, 
provided they are “not used or in- 
tended to be used in the manufacture 
of explosives.” 

Believing that the enforcement of 
the regulations concerning explo- 
sives was a very important matter 
during the war, Mr. Mason has been 
giving it very close attention, and, 
since the regulations were put in 
effect, there has been no instance 
of damage from the misuse of ex- 
plosives in the state.

No Reduction in 
Paper Prices For 
Some Time to Come 


The evidence is conclusive that the 
large manufacturers of writing and 
print napers, as well as the manu- 
facturers of other lines of papers, 
feel sure that there will be no re- 
duction in paper prices for some 
time to come. While there may be 
slight reductions in some grades, 
here and there,theyseem unanimous 
in the belief that prices will rule 
at about present levels for an in- 
definite period, with the possibility 
of slight advances in some items. 

In answer to inquiries along this 
line some of the most prominent pa- 
per manufacturers state that it will 
cost more to manufacture paper in 
1919 than it is costing now, on ac- 
count of the shortawe of pulp, the 
high prices of sulphites and labor 
conditions. They point out that there 
is an intense shortage of paper 
throughout the world, and states 
that as soon as ships are available 
there will be a heavy movement of 
paper to foreign countries, which 
will effectually prevent the accu- 
mulation of any surplus stocks in 
America. 

These manufacturers” state that 
the demand for wood pulpis far in 
excess of the supply, andthat Jabor 
eosts will continue for an indefinite 
time at the present levels, making 
lower prices impossible.

‘The Red Cross Roll Call in December—High School Girls and Household Arts—Mrs. Black Organizes School Garden ore Cobb Directs Roll 
Call Masque—Mrs. Inman Urges Food Production—Of Interest to Women. 


The Red Cross Roll Call. 


When Eugene R. Black, chairman of the southern division of the 
American Red Cross, made his inspirational appeal to the state repre- 
sentatives of the movement the other day that Georgia do her 100 
per cent part in bringing the southern division up to the standard of 
membership expected of her, he produced a shock when he stated 
that her present record in membership showed that only 6 per cent 
of the southern people were members of the Red Cross. 

The faithful ones, who have worked continuously and generously, 
had not realized that the message has not been pushed on through the 
communities which are hard to reach. 

Right there is the weak point in our workers. The truth is, many 
of the best and the most ardent members of an organization are intense 
in their interest, but they work among the people in their midst— 
those easy to reach. The minute the obligation is presented of reach- 
ing the man who is hard to get, or going to the man who is isolated 
or far removed, their interest ceases, and when actual work or in- 
The real meaning 
of work in organizations is still known by the few faithful ones, who 
are the workers. The others are the easy followers. They pay their 
dues—yes. They go to meetings—yes. They even assume extra mon- 


-@tary assessments, but when it comes to the inconvenient things, 


the real work, there are still too many who leave it to those who will. 


do it, and those faithful ones who are left to carry the burden of 


the many. 


There are always those who will fall back comfortably when the 
south is asked to produce a certain quota in membership, and fail, on 
the fact that we have a large rural population and ‘a large negro pop- 
ulation. 

That is very true, but in national calls, the negro is gradually 
awakening to his obligation in many directions; he is coming for- 
ward and doing his part, and real hard work now lies in reaching that 
element of the rural population who are accused of bringing down our 
quota. There is where real work comes in. From that very rural 
population, we boast, on the other hand, that we draw for the bone 
and sinew of our citizens. If that jis true, we do that part of our pop- 
ulation a great injustice if we sit comfortably by and do not reach 
them with the message which concerns his part in our state and 
national life. 

This coming Red Cross roll call for universal membership is going 
to test the strength of our organizations and its extending qualities. 
It is going to test the willingness of individual members to do more 
than comfortably pay the dollar membership and require of him to 
be his brother’s keeper in the matter. Hehas got to get rid of the smug 
idea that having “joined,” he has discharged his obligation. He may 


have done it to himself, but he has not discharged it to his commu-. 


nity, his state or the nation, until he has joined the campaign of real 
workers and carried the message to his less interested or less fortunate 
neighbors, whether they live in the small town or far out in the rural 
district. 

The outstanding example of this willingness to work was in the 
little woman of one of the county Liberty Loan committees, who 
walked five miles the other day in a sparsely settled rural community 
to sell one $50 Bond in the last Liberty Drive. It was just that type 
of work which was so practically helpful in putting Georgia over the 
top. 

And the same work, in Georgia and every southern state, must be 
done to bring the southern division of the Red Cross up to her stand- 
ard to meet the call of universal membership asked for. 

The work must not be left to the leaders to do. There must 
be a quicker expression of that esprit de corps, when everybody feels 
an obligation and a desire to do a part of the work, and to do it when 
asked, and in the way directed. Every man and woman who belongs 
to the Red Cross, who has worked for or in Red Cross activities, 
should feel himself and herself obligated to work unreservedly in 
the interest of the Red Cross Christmas Roll Call. 

Do not wait to be called upon. Let everybody volunteer to aid 
the chairmen of the various community committees. Let not the 
director of the southern division be obliged to report at the end of 
the drive in December that the Cavalier element of the nation has not 
measured with the Puritan element of the nation in the universal 
membership call of the American Red Cross. 

The results of this membership roll call are not going to be 
measured by dollars and cents, but by real hard work and genuine 
patriotic spirit. The patriotic spirit of a few is not going to accom- 
plish it; emotional gatherings held now and then, with an enjoyment 


-of.oratory on the subject, will accomplish little, nor will sob stories 
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in the newspapers do the work. 

The way for the southern dijvision of the Red Cross to produce 
the quota of members worthy of the section is for every man and 
woman to put forward loyal individual effort in the work of the organ- 
ization, and to go on record as having the division whether it be- 
longs in any movement which asks for the record of the south in the 
calling for the south’s part in national patriotism. 


High School Girls and Household Arts. 


A most timely and interesting exhibit was made by the students 
of the Household Arts department of the Atlanta Girls’ High school 
recently, when, in one of the class rooms, were shown specimens of 
jelly, marmalade, pickle and canned fruits and vegetables, the exhibit 
demonstrating the work of only one department of the Household 
Arts course. 

The specimens were sold after the exhibition and the money 
given to the Atlanta chapter of the Red Cross, thus introducing the 
patriotic note into the occasion. 

The exhibition was timely for two reasons: first, as stressing 
the great importance being attached at present to the necessity of 
every girl who can acquire it, making for a high school education; sec- 
ond, as showing the value of the high school course, including house- 
hold arts as an integral part of the curriculum. 


During the last few years, when women have been called inty 
almost every branch of war service on this side of the water and into 
almost every avocation, including many of those hitherto open exclu- 
sively to men, the invariable requirement was a high school certifi- 
cate. 

Unfortunately, 


too, many young women living in communities 


™ where high school training was possible, found themselves without a 


certificate, simply because they had not taken advantage of the oppor- 
tunity. They had failed to go to the high school in their community, 
many cases than they had not wished 
- to go to school any longer—pretferred staying at home and doing as 
“they pleased. 

It is always unfortunate when the ambitious girl finds herself 
at a very early period in life obliged to become a wage-earner, even 
eorore she has completed what is called the grammar school, or com- 
“mon schoo] education. 

If she is studious, ambitious and industrious, she can frequently, 


“with a good common school education, make her way in life, and 


making it up through those qualities for lack of opportunity to. get the 


é secondary or high school education. 


But there is no excuse, in this day of world progress, when every 


7 man and woman, girl and boy, is necessary in making good our part 


of national efficiency, for indifference to an opportunity for life equip- 
ment. That mediocre standard many girls have indulged in of leaving 
school simply because they were too lazy or indifferent to go on with 


é it, or because they did not think “much education” was necessary for 


success in life, is not one to hold good in the present moment of 


our national life. 


Efficiency is going to be the demand of the hour in the girl as 
well as in the boy. This war has had the wholesome effect of shaking 
the indolent of the nation by the back of the neck into a consciousness 


- of individual responsibility, and the education which the men of the 
nation have had in their one year’s experience on foreign war fields 
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is going to give them new standards and ideals of life and they are 
going to expect that on this side of the water there has grown stand- 
ards and ideals of similar significance.

She has been 
made aide in Georgia of the school 
garden army, and she has begun her 
work of co-operation with the as- 
sistant regional director of the 
school] garden army, D. A. Russell, of 
Atlanta. 

Mrs. Black has appealed for aid 
in her work to the educational au- 
thorities of every community in the 
state. 

She has written to them: 

“President Wilson heartily in- 
dorses this work, the government 
has given its sanction to the move- 
ment and we are asking for your 
personal influence and support. It 
will mean the education of the child 
in the great secrets of mother na- 
ture, it will promote health and 
happiness and will be a wonderful 
aid in the character building of the 
child.

The conditions which have arisen during the war—that taking of 
the girl and the woman into many fields heretofore unexplored by her, 
and thus taking her from experience in the home; and that complica- 
tion in the south which has come in the negro going into the army and 
the navy and into government service, is going to require that the 
women of this section lose no opportunity to educate themselves in the 
Household Arts. 

Aside from the essential fact that woman, no matter what changes 
come in:world customs and affairs, will still be the presiding genius 
of the home, she will have to learn more thoroughly and practically 
the proper care, management and conduct of the home. She can no 
longer depend exclusively upon the efficient or trained servant to help 
her out, or the untrained servant, to whom she would indifferently 
thrust her household affairs. Conditions in this direction are at 
present complex, and they will probably remain so for some time. 

In this connection, it is an injustice to the girl of the moment not 
to face her with these facts, whether she is rich or poor, and not 
to give her the opportunity to equip herself to meet the emergency 
which is going to come to her. 

The average girl of today does not get a training in household 
arts at home because of conditions which need- not be mentioned here 
and which include the problems of poor housekeepers and. poor serv- 
ants, but she can learn the elementary and practical principles of 
household arts in the average good high school. 

Whether she desires to hold a business position or to enter a 
profession, whether it is trained nursing, medicine or the law, or

The Work of

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In this hour of victory, when 
every American heart is pulsating 
with joy at the cessation of hostil- 
ities, and the early approach of an 
honorable world-peace, let us try 
to understand even more keenly 
than we have heretofore how great 
is the heritage of suffering and sac- 
rifice and heroism into which 
America first entered. 

Let us not forget that before 
America plunged into the struggle 
with the spirit of the big, brawny 
brother from the west, and put new 
Mfe and vigor and hope into the 
Gause of democracy, that for nearly 
four years the armies of the allies 
had been engaged in a life and 
death struggle and that the most 
destructive of all the fighting had 
taken place on French soil. 

This victory, which America has 
helped so signally to bring, would 
have been impossible but for the 
Priceless sacrifices which the al- 
lies made in the many long months 
of almost ceaseless warfare that 
Preceded the entry of this nation 
into the struggle. 

With all of our suffering, with all 
of the empty chairs at our fire- 
sides this winter, with all of the 
hardships that have fallen to our 
boys at the front—our God knows 
these are not negligible as will be 
found when the history is written 
—our burdens have been KMght, and 
our bereavements have been few, 
as compared to those of our older 
allies—and particularly as com- 


pared to those of France.

France’s Great 
Army of the Rear. 

To understand France today one 
must recall that since August 1, 
1914, every able-bodied man from 
18 to 48 years of age has been 
mobilized, called to the colors and 
thus subtracted from the life in the 
rear. 

This means that the commerce, 
industry, manufacture, agriculture, 
trar°»ortation service and govern- 
ment administration has, during 
these momentous years, been car- 
ried on almost entirely by those 
who are physically unfit or in other 
ways disqualified for military serv- 
fce. This army of the rear on 
which devolves not only the car- 
rying on of the regular life of 
France, but also much of the war 
load as well, such as caring for 
the wounded, making of shells, etc., 
is composed principally of four 
classes. 

First, the children and boys of 
France. Everywhere they are 
working, bearing grown men’s bur- 
dens. The boys but recently called 
to the colors were mere children 
when the war began. Yet during 
this period of their physical 
growth they have been doing from 
one to three men’s work. Some 
doctors examining the new class 
reported diseases of the heart they 
had not found before, diseases 
which came from constant physical 
strain to bodies beneath the ca- 
pacity. 

Second, are the old men. It is 
not the whole truth to say that 
Frenchmen were taken up to 48 
years of age. Many Frenchmen 
over 50, even over 60, have left 
all to serve their country in the 
trenches. But those who wer: left, 
even those who thought their hard 
work was done have had to come 
back to grinding toil. Uncom- 
plainingly they took their places 
in the great army of the rear. 

Third, is the class, all too large 
and rapidly increasing of those 
who went through the military ma- 
chine and who at last were turned 
back into sivil life as “unfit.” 

How unfit a man has to be be- 
fore being put into this class only 
those who have seen them know. 
Broken in body, but unshaken in 
spirit and will, they learned, many 
times at the price of infinite pains, 
to again take their place in the 
ranks of the rear. 

Fourth, and the most important 
of all in this army behind the army 
have been the women of France. 

It has been the women who have 
carried the greatest burden, phys- 
ically, morally and spiritually. 

And the spirit of the women of 
France in these trying years has 
been one of the outstanding fea- 
tures of the war. I say this sin- 
oerely. 


The French Women 
And Their Part in War. 

I fear theaverage American has 
misjudged the French women. We 
thought them frivolous, perhaps, 
caring only for dress and pleasure.

When I first stepped foot upon 
French soil the impression that 
fastened itself upon me most firm- 
ly was the indomitable courage and 


spirit of these women—all of them - 


practically in black, for nine out of 
every ten French women have been 
bereaved—and I spoke of it to a 
friend, Clifford S. Davis, of Paris, 
an American, who, for three and a 
half years has been devoting his 
entire time and wonderful talents 
to serving the French soldiers 
through the Foyers du Soldat. He 
knew them, and appreciated their 
lives and the burdens they carried 
as few Americans who live in

from him, and I shall tell them 
much in his own language, for Da- 
vis and I spent hours together dis- 
cussing this one feature of the 
French situation. 

It must be remembered that al 
the beginning of the war French 
women did not have the place in 
French public and commercial life 
which they had even then in Eng- 
land and America. Yet, immedi- 
ately that war was declared 18,- 
000 women were called to take 
up the work in the Postes and Tel- 
egraph by 30,000 men employees 
who were called to the front. 

Women took their husband's 
places dn the store and offices. 
Motormen and conductors were re- 
placed by women. Said Davis: 
“A French major standing at m} 
elbow as we looked out the window 
of ab express train at the fields

vated like gardens, said, ‘and to 
think that for four years these 
fields have been cultivated almost 
entirely by women!’ 

“As I walked along a road in 
Brittany I saw women digging 
in a field. When I asked why they 
were doing that work they pointed 
to a little village of about fifteen 
houses and said, ‘Already 25 of 
our sons are dead.’ That was in 
1915. They were spading up every 
foot of soil in the field and put- 
ting the crops in by hand and aft- 
erward reaping those crops. One 
woman took charge of a farm of 
130 acres with 400 sheep and 15 
cows, and in spite of the tremend- 
ous difficulties of getting labor, 
succeeded in increasing the pro- 
duction of the farm.” 

More remarkable still is the re- 
ult of the women’s effort in the 
industria] field. In 1914 there were 
only 13,000 French women in war 


industries. On the day hostilities 
ceased there were nearly a mil- 
lion. Twenty-six per cent of all 
war workers have been women. 
Manufacturers told me that many 
of the women who, four years ago, 
had never had a tool in their 
hands, have been recently turning 
out a greater number of shells in 
the same length of time and with a 
gretter precision than skilled me 
chanics whose places they took. 
One never can forget the look 
on those faces as by the thousand 
they come pouring out of those 
great powder factories of France— 
faces, hair, clothes stained from 
the poisonous gasses with a red- 
dish yellow that washing will not 
remove. The long rows in the in- 
firmaries testify better than any- 
thing else to the price these wom 
en pay for having to constantiy 
breathe these fumes. But they 


paid it, with a smile on their faces 
and undaunted, unafraid! 


The Moral Influence 
Exerted by Women. 


Great as is the importance of the 
actual physical work these women 
have done, more significant still 
is the moral influence they have 
exerted. It is not merely the fact 
of letting their loved ones go to the 
front, but the way the women sent 
them that is paramount. 

“My husband not returned to the 
front” said a mother of eight help- 
less children to whom a neighbor 
had suggested the possibility of her 
husband getting exemption, “I 
should disown him if he did not 
return.” 

Here is a letter written by two 
their brother on Sep- 
tember 4, 1914, a copy 
was handed me by Davis: 

“My Dear Edward:

Alas. it was not only sending 
thei; loved ones to the front that 
showed the true character of the 
French women. _ Itis the way they 
have carried on, knowing all too 
well that any moment a letter or 
telegram might come saying “Dead 
in the field of honor.” 

And what really impressed me 
most was the uncomplaining, cheer- 
ful way they still kept on after 
the dreaded message had come. 

Knowing that the only son of a 
working woman had been killed the 
wife of a deputy in Paris went to 
extend friendly sympathy to ths 
bereaved mother. Instead of find- 
ing her weeping the depputy’s wife 
was met with the exclamation, “Oh, 
madame, what have I done that 
God should have permitted me to 
give Lirth to a hero!” 

_n Alsatian woman driven out 
of Alsace in 1870 had seven sons 
in the war. After the death of the 
first six she wrote to a parent, “Do 
not write me letters of condolence. 
My sons have died for France. You 
must not mourn them; I do not. 
And especially I beg of you, do not 
write me on paper with black edges 
—the sign of mourning. They have 
fallen on the field of honor, my 
brave children. We ought to be 
proud of this death and not wear 
signs of mourning. That seems to 
me like a lack of respect for them 
and for France.”

Naturally the representatives 
of the entente powers could not toler- 
ate such an usurpation by Germany. 
The British, French, and Russian am- 
bassadors immediately called upon the 
grand vizier and protested with more 
warmth than politeness over Von 
Sanders’ elevation. The Turkish cab- 
inet hemmed and hawed in the usual 
way, protested that the change was 
not important, but finally it withdrew 
Von Sanders’ appointment as head of 
the first army corps, and made him 
inspector general. However, this did 
not greatly improve the situation, for 
this post really gave Von Sanders 
greater powers than the one which 
he had held before. Thus, by Jan- 
uary, 1914, seven months before the 
great war began, Germany held this 
position in the Turkish army; a Ger: 
man general was chief of staff; an- 
other was inspector general; scores 
of German officers held commands 
of the first importance, and the Turk-

The events that followed foreshad 
owed the policy adopted in the Arme- 
nian massacres. The Turkish officials 
pounced upon the Greeks, herded them 
in groups and marched them toward 
the ships. They gave them no time 
to settle their private affairs, and they 
took no pains to keep families to- 
gether. The plan was to transport 
the Greeks to the wholly Greek 
islands in the Aegean. Naturally the 
Greeks rebelled against such treat- 
ment, and occasional massacres were 
the result, especially in Phocaea, 
where more than fifty people were 
murdered. The Turks demanded that 
all foreign establishments in Smyrna 
dismiss their Greek employees and 
replace them with Moslems. Among 
other American concerns, the Singer 
Manufacturing company received 
such instructions, and though I in. 
terceded and obtained sixty days’ de- 
lay, ultimately this American concern 
had to obey the mandate. An official 
boycott was established against al) 
Christians not only in Asia Minor, but 
in Constantinople, but this boycott did 
not discriminate against the Jews, 
who have always been more popular 
with the Turks than have the Chris- 
tians. The officials particularly re- 
quested Jewish merchants to put 
stgns over their doors indicating their 
nationality and trade—such signs as 
“Abraham the Jew, tailor,” “Isaac the 


Jew, shoemaker,” and the like. I 
looked upon this boycott as illustrat- 
ing the topsy turvy national organiza 
tion of Turkey, for here we had a ne! 
tion engaging in a commercial boycott 
against its own subjects. 


This procedure against the Greeks 
not. improperly aroused my indigna- 
tion. I did not have the slightest 
suspicion at that time that the Ger- 
mans had instigated these deporta- 
tions, but I looked upon them merely 
as an outburst of Turkish ferocity and 
chauvinism. By this time I knew 
Talaat well; I saw him nearly every 
day, and he used to discuss practi- 
cally every phase of international re- 
lations with me. I objected vigorous- 
ly to his treatment of the Greeks; ] 
told him that it would make the 
worst possible impression abroad and 
that it affected American interests. 
Talaat explained his national policy: 
these diferent blocs in the Turkish 
empire, he said, had always conspired 
against Turkey; because of the hos- 
tility of these native populations, Tur- 
key had lost province after province— 
Greece, Serbia, Rumania, Bulgaria, 
Bosnia, Herzegovina, Egvpt and Trip- 
oli In this way the Turkish empire 
had dwindled almost to the vanishing 
point. If what was left of Turkey was 
to survive, added Talaat, he must get 
rid of these alien peoples. “Turkey 
for the Turks” was now Talaat’s con- 
trolling idea. Therefore he proposec 
to Turkify Smyrna and the adjoining 
islands. Already 40,000 Greeks had 
left, and he asked me again to urge 
American business houses to employ 
only Turks.

GREEK ADVANTAGE 
OVER ARMENIANS. 


The Greeks in Turkey had one 
great advantage over the Armenians, 
for there was such a thing as a Greek 
government, which naturally has a 
protecting interest in them.

The purpose of these naval | 
preparations was no secret in Con. 
Stantinople. As soon as they obtained 
these ships, or even the one dread- 
naught which was nearing completion 
Turkey intended to attack Greece and 
take back the islands. A single mod 
ern battleship like the Sultan Osman 
—this was the name the Turks had 
given the Brazilian vesse!—could 
easily overpower the whole Greek 
navy and control the Aegean sea. As 
this powerful vessel would be finished 
and commissioned in a fe.’ months. 
we all expected the Greco-Turkish 
war to break out in the fall. What 
could the Greek navy possibly do 
against this impending danger? 

Such was the situation when, earl; 
in June, I received a most agitated 
visitor. This was Djemal Pasha, th: 
Turkish minister of marine and one 
of the three men who then dominated 
the Turkish empire. I have hard)l) 
ever seen a man who appeared more 
utterly worried than was Djemal on 
this occasion. As he began talking 
excitedly to my interpreter in French 
his whiskers trembling with his emo- 
tions and his hands wildly gesticulat- 
ing, he seemed to be almost beside 
himself. I knew enough French to 
understand what he was saying, and 
the news which he brought—this was 
the first I had heard of it—sufficient- 
ly explained his agitation. The Ameri- 
can government, he said, was nego- 
tiating with Greece for the sale of 
two battleships, the Idaho and th: 
Mississippi. He urged that I should 
immediately move to prevent any suc} 
sale. His attitude was that of a sup- 
pliant; he begged, he implored that 1] 
should intervene. All along, he said, 
the Turks regarded the United States 
as their best friend: I had frequently 
expressed my desire to help them; 
well, here was the chance to show 
our good feeling. The fact that 
Greece and Turkey were practically 
on the verge of war, said Djemal 
really made the sale of the ships an 
unneutral act. Still, if the transaction 
were purely a commercial one, Turkey 
would like a chance to bid. “We will 
pay more than Greece,” he added. He 
ended with a powerful plea that J 
should at once cable my government 
about the matter, and this I promised 
to do. 

Evediently the clever Greeks had 
turned the tables on their enemy. 
Turkey had rather too boldly adver- 
tised her intention of attacking 
Greece as soon as she had received 
her dreadnaughts. Both the shirs fo 
which Greece was now negotiating 
for bat- 
tle! The Idaho and Mississippi were 
not indispensable ships for the Ameri- 
can navy: they could not take their 
place in the first line of battle; they 
were powerful enough, however, tc 
drive the whole Turkish navy from 
the Aegean. Xvidently the Greeks did 
not intend politely to postpone the im- 
pending war until the Turkish dread- 
naughts had been: finished, but to at 
tack as soon as they received these 
ships. Djemal’s point, of 
course, had no legal validity. How- 
ever great the threat of war might be 
Turkey and Greece were still actually 
at peace. Clearly Greece had just as 
much right to purchase warships in 
the United States as Turkey had to 
purchase them in Brazil or England. 


But Djemal was not the only states: 
man who attempted to prevent the 
sale; the German Ambassador dis. 
played the keenest interest. Several 
days after Djemal’s visit, Wangen- 
heim and I were riding in the hills 
north of Constantinople: Wangenheim 
began to talk about the Greeks, tc 
whom he displayed a violent antipa- 
thy, about the chances of war, and 
the projected sale of American war- 
ships. He made a long argument 
about the sale, his reasoning being 
precisely the same as Djemal’s—a 
fact which aroused my susNcions that 
he had himself co-ched Djersl for his 
interview with me. 


HARPED ON WAR 
WITH JAPAN. 


“Just look at the dangerous —— 
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dent you are establishing,” said Wan.- 
genheim. “It is not unlikely that the 
United States may sometime find 
itself in a position like Turkey’s to- 
day. Suppose that you were on the 
brink of war with Japan; then Eng- 
land could sell a fleet of dreadnaughts 
to Japan. How would the United 
States like that?’ 

And then he made a _ statement 
which indicated what really lay back 
of his protest. I have thought of it 
many times in the last three years. 
The scene is indelibly impressed on 
my mind. There we sat on o'r horses: 
the silent ancient forest of Relerade 
lay around us, while in the distance 
the Black sea glistened in the after. 
noon sun. Wangenheim suddenly be- 
came quiet and extremely earnest. He 
looked in my eyes and said: 

“T don’t think that the United States 
realizes what a serious matter this is. 
The sale of these ships might be the 
cause that would bring on a European 
war.” 

This conversation took 
June 13; this wa: about six weeks 
before the conflagration broke out. 
Wangenheim knew perfectly well that 
Germany was rushing preparations 
for this great conflict, and he also 
knew that preparations were not yet 
entirely complete. Like all the Ger- 
man ambassadors, Wangenheim had 
received instructions not to let any 
crisis arise that would precipitate war 
until all these preparations had been 
finished. He had no objections to 
the expulsion of the Greeks, for that 
in itself was part of these prepara- 
tions; he was much disturbed, how- 
ever, over the prospect that the 
Greeks might succeed in arming 
themselves and disturbing existing 
conditions In the Balkans. At that 
moment the Balkans were a smolder- 
ing volcano; iurope had gone through 
two Balkan wars wichLout becoming 
generally involved, and Wangenheim 
knew that another would set the 
whole continent ablaze. He knew that 
war was coming, but he did not want 
it just then. He was simply attempt- 
ing to influence me at that moment 
to gain a little more time for Ger- 
many. 

He went so far as to ask me to 
cable personally to the president, ex- 
plain the seriousness of the situation. 
and to call his attentfom to the tele: 
grams that had gone to the state de- 
partment on the proposed sale of the 
ships. I regarded his suggestion as 
an impertinent one and declined to 
act upon it. 

To Dijiemal and the other Turkish 
Officials who kept pressing me I sug- 
gested that their ambassador in Wash- 
ington should take up the 1 atter df- 
rectly with the president. They acted 
on this advice, but the Greeks again 
got ahead of them. At 2 o'clock, June 
22d, the Greek charge d'affaires at 
Washington and Commander Tsouk- 
las, of the Greek navy, called upon 
the president and arranged the sale. 
As they left the president’s office, the 
Turkish ambassador entered — just 
fifteen minutes too late! 

I presume that Mr. Wilson consent 
ed to the sale because he knew that 
Turkey was preparing to attack 
Greece and believed that the Idahe 
and Mississippi would prevent such 
an attack and so preserve peace in 
the Balkans.

soldiers, sailors and marines, and the 
degree of willingness upon the part of 
the holders of the land to place itina 
position of availability. 

It has been the history of all na- 
tions, especially our own, that a great 
war is invariably followed by a gen- 
eral gravitation of the dischareed sol- 
diers to the land. The army life im-

Civil War Aftermath. 


Following the civil war there was

Public Domain About Gone,

gone. 

While the public domain is gone, or 
practically so, of idle land there is no 
scarcity—millions of acres of it in the 
south alone, in fact, are awaiting de- 
velopment—not “waste land,” but, as 
one of the speakers at the congress 
expressed it, “National soil reserve.”

After a few minutes the 
one who had cursed the joudest, 
quite cool now, turned to his buddy 


and said: 

“Well, let’s be going. We'll walk 
back, maybe hop a truck part of the 
way, get another wagonload of H. E. 

The ar- 
tillery must be needin’ it tonight. 
TAsten to that rockin’ barrage, will 
vou.” 

And so they started back for an- 
other load of ammunition. 

And some day these lads will be 
sitting around the country grocery 
store and telling how they drove in 
the Great American H. E. Steeple- 
chase in the St. Mihiel and Argonne 
offensives in France—drove by cig- 
aret light from the ammunition 
dumps to the artillery reserve 
dumps, and sceptical civilians will 
smile over the cigaret light part of 
the story. But it is true, neverthe- 
less. Winter with its clutching 
black nights has not yet come, but 
the truck driver’s lot is no longer a 
merry one—if it ever was. 

We have passed them on the 
roads, these many mile long convoys 
of troop trucks and ammunition 
trucks. In the thick forests fre- 
quently we have seen men going on 
ahead puffing at cigarets to light 
the way for their buddies at the 
wheel. Sometimes a white hand- 
kerchief is waved. Sometimes men 
sit out on the mud guards and call 
back traffic directions. Sometimes 
bad places are crossed with match 
lights. 


LIT BY 
THE GUNS. 

Such blackness as our men found 
behind the battle-front is hard to 
imagine. The front itself is lit By 
signal rockets and artillery fire, but 
the zone some twenty-five kilometres 
back is denied any lights whatever. 
Yet every road is crowded as soon 
as the sun goes down and traffic 
moves both ways, with the ambu- 
lances winding in and out in a mar- 
velous way hurrying their wounded 
cargoes to the hospitals. 

The ammunition boys have the 
hardest part of this night work. Ev- 
ery trip they make brings them into 
the shelled zone, for when there is 
no more direct observation, all the 
firing is done by map, and every im- 
portant road and crossroads is mark- 
ed for continual “harassing” fire. 
This means a salvo, five shells, ev- 
ery now and then when the gunners 
are ready for it, no stated times be- 
cause no one knows when the trucks 
may be coming through. 

The offensive now bringing us vic- 
t@ry has placed our lines everywhere 
on German soil—using the word 
“German” as the aviators do for ev- 


_erything back of the old line. There| 


is really no word terrible enough to 
describe these roads, for their equals 
have not been seen since the battle 
of the Somme. Whole regiments of 
engineers are working on them, but 
it is impossible for men to turn 
miles of mudholes into stone high- 
ways in a few days, or even weeks. 
And yet the guns are being fed daily. 

The horse trains have their own 
difficulties. Sometimes they make 
slow progress where trucks cannot 
zo, but during the offensives the 
strain on the animals is terrific and 
every night horses fall by the way- 
side, either to be left there or to be 
shot humanely when their useful- 
ness is gone. An American “mule- 
skinner” is not a very sentimental 


‘person, but all along the road you 


can hear them commenting on the 
loss of their horses, driven to death 
in the urgency of keeping up a swift 
supply of shell. 

Among the many ammunition 
trains, No. —, of the division, 
has done extraordinary good work, 
especially in the Chateau Thierry of- 
fensive, and later in the battle of 
Fismes, where it helped to supply 
the keystone division. This train 
has been named “The Dare Devils” 
by the Pennsylvania doughboys. The 
sobriquet is not unworthy. The 
train carried shell up and down the 
hills almost into the disputed city 
itself, and suffered being gassed and 
hit by shrapnel and high explosives 
and chanced the direct hits which 
might blow the wagons and the driy- 
ers to pieces.

SLEEP A NIGHT. 


“For five days and five nights we 
went with almost no rest or sleep 
during that fight,” said Lieutenant S. 
C. Candler, of Atlanta, Ga., one of 
the officers of the Dare Devil train. 
“No man got more than two hours 
sleep a night. The horses would not 
sleep by day and they worked all 
night. Day and night we hauled am. 
munition, and in cases of emergency 
we hauled up the fighting chow to 
the doughboys and hauled them back 
when they had a relief. 

“We had the usual billets—a bit 
of woods assigned to us. We were 
very close. So we got shelled out 
of our billets. The ground was slip- 
pery—but although we thought it 
awful then, we realize now that it 
was a cinch compared to this sec- 
tor. But one thing which was bad 
there which we do not have to con- 
tend with here, is aeroplane attacks. 

“On the Fismes front we were un- 
der fire way back of the lines when 
we loaded up. That came from 
aeroplanes. Of course we expected 
to get it when we drove in at night, 
but this attack by day, and the shell- 
ing of our billets made life miser- 
able. 

“But there never was a complaint 
from the men. The Pennsylvania 
and the New York boys on the Vesle 
lines were having a mighty hard 
light—an artillery duel most of the 
time—and we went without food, 
sleep and rest to help them keep 
their end up against the massed 
Boche artillery on the Aisne. Our 
hats are off to them. I suppose you 
heard about how the Pittsburgh 
boys captured the railroad at 
Fismes. That impressed the offi- 
cers of this ammunitionetrain. It 
seems that the line was disputed. 
Well, one night the Pittsburgh lads 
went forward and dug themselves 
into the southern embankment. The 
Boche had dug himself into the 
northern embankment. When morn- 
ing came it was found impossible 
for either side to use artillery on 
the enemy for fear of striking its 
Own men, and maghine guns and 
rifles were also out of the question.

In the greyness before dawn, all 
these thousands of mien, these 
thousands of trucks and thousands 
of guns were hidden.

Every wrinkle 
on the face of nature did its duty 
that week, every tree and forest, 
and we may also be thankful that 
the clouds hung low with rain and 
the sun did not expose our prepa- 
rations to the enemy.

Every night for many nights the

expected a heavy fight, days of it, 
like that battle and advance on the 
front, when they 
went far but slowly, running into 
German shell-fire every day, con- 
fronted by a dogged foe which de- 
manded a payment of life for every 
yard it surrendered and exacting it 
with gas and aeroplane bombs and 
machine gunfire as well. 

Nothing made the army happier 
than the capture of Montsec. It may 
now be stated that it was in this 
sector, northwest of Toul, mysterl- 
ously referred to as “Somewhere in 
Lorraine” for the last nine months, 
that our first troops went into line 
as a division. It was here that the 
first encounters took place. It was 
here that Apremont and Seicheprey 
and Xivray and other little battles 
were fought in the shadow of Mont- 
sec. But Montsec always stared our 
men in the face, like a sullen giant 
shaking his fist at us and daring us 
to unseat him. 

Division after division came into 
this sector for its training. It had 
been known as a “quiet sector,” but 
each division livened it up a bit 
more, until the Germans were forced 
to keep better troops there. Every 
American division was/shelled from 
Montsec, and it was near this Ger- 
man stronghold that Captain Barker, 
of Providence, and Lieutenant Hugh 
Scott, of Wheeling, W. Va., had the 
gun which they called “Betsey Snip- 
er,” to counter the fire from the dom- 
inating hill. 

Surely a hundred thousand Amer!l- 
cans learned to hate Montsec. They 
hated it not so much because it hid 
the guns which shelled them by day 
and by night, but because it was the 
strongest point in the sector, he 
cause it was in enemy hands, and 
because it seemed to them impreg- 
nable, like the Rock of Gibraltar. 
That is why a hundred thousand 
voices on the morning of Friday, the 
lucky 13th of September, were say- 
ing either “we have Montsec” or 
asking if that was true. Today there 
are little parties of men on leave 
who go up that hill, peering into the 
dugouts, where there are still a few 
German dead, inspecting the gun 
implacements, marveling over the 
concrete fortifications and _ the 
trenches and fields of wire which 
could have caused ten thousand cas- 
ualties had the attack been frontal 
instead of on the distant flanks. 

Nor is the rest of the salient thin- 
ly fortified. We have found pill 
boxes by the score and the number 
of trench lines is many times that of 
the allies on the opposite side of No 
Man’s Land. The Germans seem to 
have had unlimited miles of wire. 
They are also great diggers. They 
have dug for comfort and for secur- 
ity. Their dugouts are deep, wide, 
roomy and livable. Electric lighting 
is a feature in some of them. They 
had many kinds of wire; the usual 
barbs, multiple barbs, “gooseberry” 
or just tangled masses of it, and wire 
which came on circular supports, as 
well as a heavy wire which probably 
was meant to hold up tanks. The 
trench lines had numerous strong 
points built of stone, brick, concrete, 
sandbags, sheet iron and wood. The 
depth of the defense was several 
miles. It was like that terrible line 
on the Somme which the British and 
colonial troops captured, and it 
caused the same amazement about 
human efforts in creation, and super- 
human efforts in destruction. Thank 
heaven, this line is now part of our 
defenses.
